TAX ON COTTON FUTURES 
ADOPTED BY THE SENATE 


Democratic Leaders Are As- 
sured That Several Progres- 
sive Republicans Will Sup- 
port Bill on the Final Vote. 


Washington, September 6.—The dem- 
ecratic tariff revision bill late tonight 
Was reported to the senate from the 
committee. of the whole. The senate 
then adjourned until 10 o'clock Mon- 
day, when consideration of deferred 
features will begin. Passage of the 
bill Monday night or early Tuesday 
Was predicted tonight by members on 
both sides. 

Among matters still to be presented 
my minority members are amendments 
to the wool, cotton and metal sched- 
ules and the income tax. Senator La 
Follette on Monday will discuss his 
amendments to the textile schedule. 
Senators Jones, of Washington, and 
Norris, of Nebraske, will offer inheri- 
tance tax amendments, and Senator 
Norris also proposes to press a coffee 
valorization amendment. 

Income 


Tonight the senate agreed to tiie in- 
come tax section, as amended by the 
democratic caucus; the tax on cotton 
futures, with the date for its operation 
extended to September 1, 1914, and the 
proposal to compel the payments of 
the ful] internal revenue tax on bran- 
dies and natural spirits used in the 
manufacture of sweet wines. The pro- 
Vision that it ghouWMl not become et- 
fetive until January 1, 1914, was 
Stricken out, but Senator Stone an- 
nounced thatthe committee had agreed 
that he whole matter should be thor- 
oughly debated when the bill reached 
the conference. 

It Was made almost a 
day that the revision would be 
passed as it no'v is framed after four 
months of discussion in the senate. 
Confident of solid democratic support 
except for the votes of Senators Rans- 
dell and Thortoppe@ti-)he@tietana, who 
bolted free sugarthe democratic lead- 
ers were given additional ground to- 
day to hope for support from five re- 
publicans. A few days ago, when 
vote- of a democratic senator wus re- 
ported to be in doubt, one of the’ lead- 
ing supporters of the administration 
asserted it made no difference what his 
colleagues did, the party had assur- 
ances of support from the minority. 
Some of the leaders tonight predicted 
the bill would pass with a majority of 
4 or 5 votes. 

All Obstacles Are Removed. »* 

After the democratic caucus, which 
extended irto the early hours this 
morning, all obstacles in the way of 
party harmony had been removed. 

An important development of 
day was the striking from the ll 
by order of tt finance committee of 
the countervailing duty on wood pulp, 
a provision designed as retaliation 
against Canada for wood pulp restr! -- 
tions. The free leather paragraph 
was amended to muke the free 
importation of all leaders.

He gave 
figures to show that import rates on 
wheat from Canada to American points 
were less than rates within the United 
States for the same distance.

Trusts and Railroads Next Session, 

Senator Simmons, leading the demo- 
cratic forces against the provision, 
said that the democratic program for 
the next session of congress would 
embrace adequate consideration of 
trust and railroad questions, and 
the democrats did not want to 
the tariff bill down with 
railroad rate legislation. 

Senator Penrose again offered 
anti-dumping clause amendment whic? 
would prevent exporters’ in foreign 
countries from selling surplus goods 
in this country at a price lower than 
the prevailing market abroad. A pro- 
vision somewhat similar to this was 
in the original house bill, but 
been struck out by the senate com- 
mittee.

Chases Negro With Car. 

The negro turned and fled toward 
the railroad yards, Allen, after 
hastily assuring that the 
young lady was uninjured, promptly 
turned his car about and gave chases. 
He yelled. out to passersby to stop the 
fleeing man, and soon a large crowd 
was in full cry behind the negro. 

Abandoning the streets when near 
the Terminal station, the negro made 
for the tracks, his pursuérs, augment- 
ed in numbers every few steps by 
fresh runners, hanging doggedly to his 
trail. 

Special Officer J. J. Roberts, who 
was in the yards, heard the tumult, 
and when the negro ran by him called 
to him to halt. As the negro refused, 
Roberts opened fire. Then began a/'/| 
running pistol duel, the negro in some 
manner having accomplished the diffi- 
cult feat of reloading his weapon as he 
ran from the crowd. 

The negro evidently knew his ground 
well, for he suddenly disappeared as 
though the ground had opened and 
closed after him. 

Crowd Makes Search. 

Determined that the man should not 
escape, the crowd scattered and made 
a thorough search of the yards for 
him. ty this time Plain Clothes Offi- 
cers Carter and Pope were on the 
ground, having been attracted by the 
shots, and joined with the others in 
the investigation. For half an hour 
they stuck to their task, at the end of 
which time a small number of men 
came to Officers Carter and Pope, stat- 
ing that a negro, armed with a re- 
volver, was stationed between two box 
cers,and was holding a large crowd at 
bay. 

Hurrying to the spot the officers 
found a negro, who gave his name 
when taken to the station house as Joe 
Hunter, claiming Macon as his home. 
No weapon was found on his person 
or anywhere near him, and it is the 
theory of the police that he is not the 
man wanted. He was charged with 
suspicion, and is being held by the au- 
thorities pending a thorough investi- 
zation of the affair.

He 
Saw th: negroes drag Britt up the 
olleyway by the old woolen mills, and, 
realizing that he was powerless to 
render assistance unaided, turned and 
ran @s quickly as possible to ;olice 
headquarters, where he poured out his 
tale. A number of officers were _ush- 
ed to the spot, and after a search of 
about an hour’s duration, Britt was 
found lying in a pool of bleod behind 
the old mill. 

Britt Was Conscious. 

While desperately wounded, Britt 
Was conscious and managed’ to talk 
enough to give some idea as to how 
he came by his wound. Although he 
Was practically helpless in the arms 
of the three powerful negroes, Britt 
states that he continued to’ struggle 
with them all the way up the long, 
dark alley, and afterward when they 
began a search of his pockets for 
money and his watch. 

When they had 
valuables they 
started to run. 
tered as he was, Britt got up from 
the ground and gamely _ started 
pursuit. As he did so the negroes, 
two of them at least, opened fire, and 
the third or fourth shot struck him 
in the left =: shoulder, inflicting 
wound which will probably 
fatal.

UNITED STATES TROOPS

The Killing of Acosta Causes

Hl Paso, Texas, September 6.—Lieu- 
tenant F. Acosta, an officer in General 
Salazar’s federal command at Juarez, 
crossed the .Stanton street interna- 


tional bridge this afternoon and was > 


killed by United States Customs In- 
spector T. F. Jonah and Immigration 
Inspector Thomas N. Heifron, after he 
had opened fire on them with a rifle. 
“Going to Kill a Gringo.” 

He was shot through the mouth and 
arm, and his horse, from which he had 
dismounted, was shot through the side. 
The American officers were uninjured. 
Before crossing the bridge the Mexi- 
can had remarked that he was “going 
to kill a gringo.” 

Heifron was standing at the Ameri- 
can end of the bridge when Acosta 
first opened fire at him. He fired back. 
using an automatic pistol. Jonah has- 
tened to his assistance, and began fir- 
ing at the Mexican. 
cer was within 30 feet of the Amerti- 
cans before he was killed. 

Two troops of the Thirteenth cavalry 
were ordered to the bridge following 
the shooting, in order to restrain the 
1,000 Mexicans who had gathered on 
the Mexican side of the bridge.

“You may be sure we are not going 
to sit back and let the other fellows 
put something over on us,” he said. 
“We'll get Thaw yet.” 

Long Fight Is Expected. 

Ottawa, September 6—The justice 
and immigration departments of the 
Canadian government both announce 
‘that they desire to have Thaw sent 
across the international boundary at 
ithe earliest possible date. They fear, 
however, that under the recent habeas 
‘corpus writ Thaw’s counsel may be 
| able to test the constitutionality of the 
‘immigration law, and that it may be 
| a year or two before the final decision 
‘is given which will determine whether 
' Thaw is to be sent back or allowed to 
| proceed through Canada to some for- 
'eign destination. If Thaw is sent back 
to the United States it will be by the 
shortest route, it is declared.

Audit of Books of the Manufac- 
turers Confirms Squeal- 
er’s Story. 


Washington, September 6.—D. L. 
Frawley, employed by the senate lobby 
committee to audit books of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
testified today that between 1903 and 
1913 the association paid $245,000 to 
Martin M. Mulhall for legislative and 
campaign work. The audit confirmed 
in many particulars Mulhall’s testi- 
mony to the committee. 

The association spent more than 
$2,000,000 in those ten years for al] its 
various activities, Frawley reported. 
Accounts which Mulhall said had been 
designated by numbers on the associa- 
tion’s books to hide identity of some 
of those drawing money for legisla- 
tive or campaign work were investi- 
gated by Frawley, who reported he 
could not find that the accounts ever 
had carried the names of the beneficia- 
ries.

After two years there, Dr. McCon- 
nell became dissatised with the work 
being accomplished, and believing 
that he could do more in evangelical 


fields, he re-entered that work. He 
kept it up with practically no change, 
except for lecture work, until he an- 
swered last spring the call to Atlanta. 

That is the story of the man who 
fills the Baptist Tabernacle pulpit to- 
day. It has a far deeper significance 
that appears from the simple telling 
of it, and when the man becomes in- 
timately known to Atlantans his life 
story will be one that will be told 
over and over again.

Will Be a Guarantee of 
Good Faith. 


What promises to be the best pro- 
tection to the merchant against worth- 
less advertising schemes has just been 
devised by the organization of a com- 
mittee on merchants’ 
Ad Men’s club of Atlanta. 
cOmmittee proposes to issue 
to advertising promoters, thus 
their stamp of approval on all worthy 
advertising schemes. 

This protection is offered to all bus!i- 
ness houses in Atlanta, whether mem- 
bers of the Ad Men’s club or not. 

According to the plan adopted by the 
committee, when an advertisement is 
presented to a merchant he may ask 
the promoter of the scheme to show 
his credentials, If he has not a permi® 
from the Ad Men’s club he may easily 
oLtain one by applying to the commit- 
tee and explaining his proposition. 

If his proposition, In the estimation 
of the committee, is worthy of the 
merchant’s attention, and the price 
charged is not exorLitant, the commit- 
tee will issue the permit. There will 
be no charge made by the committee 
the investigations of these adver- 
tising schemes nor for the issuing of 
the permits. 

While, of course, it 
sory that an advertising agent have a 
permit from the committee, it is be- 
lieved that the committee’s approval 
of a proposition will shortly become 
<o valuable that an advertising pro- 
moter will find the permit his greatest 
asset in selling advertising.

advertisement printed and proof of the 
‘irculation of same, before collecting 
from the advertiser. 

The applicant also agrees to have 
the printing done in Atlanta, and ac- 
to the self-apparent fact that 
he can have it done as cheaply and 
artistically in Atlanta as elsewhere. 

These conditions satisfactorily ful- 
filled, the committee reports that it 
has carefully investigated the proposi- 
tion and advises that it is worthy of 
the merehant’s consideration.

GERM OF HYDROPHOBIA 
HAS BEEN ISOLATED 


New York, September 6.—The rabies 
germ has been isolated and cultivated 
by one of the scientists connected 
with the Rockefeller Institute of Medi- 
cal Research, Dr. Hideyo Noguchi, ‘it 
was announced today. For thirty years 
pathologists have sought to itsolate 
this germ, which produces hydropho- 
bia, but unsuccessfully. Dr. Noguchi 
began in 1912 the experiments which 
resulted in his discovery, nearly fifty 
of cultivations being necessary.

Freedom of the Press. 


(From The New York American.) 

Milton's “Areopagitica’” was given 
to the world 269 years ago, Augusi 
28, 1644. 

Not one in a thousand of the read- 
ers of this newspaper or of any other 
newspaper has read the Areopagitica 
or even seen it—any more than he has 
seen the force of gravity or the elec- 
trical energy that is working such 
miracles in this age of ours. But, 
like the invisible powers of nature, 
the book of the great Latin secre- 
tary of the old Protector has been 
serving the purpose for which it was 
written. 

The Parliament of 1643, under the 
dominance of the champicns of tyran- 
ny, had passed an ordinance agains! 
the liberty of printing, and with a 
sublime fearlessness Milton challenged 
them to battle. His challenge was this 
same Areopagitica, which made them 
sit up and think, and which convinced 
them that there was at least one man 
in England who loved intellectual lib- 
erty and understood perfectly well 
how to defend it. 

In sentences that are like the blasts 
of a trumpet Milton protested against 
the infamous attempt to throttle the 
freedom of the press. He would have 
no oppression of the printers, no gag 
put upon their desire to spread abroad 
among men the thoughts of the mind. 

Forseeing the future and exulting in 
its happy deliverance from every form 
of mental tyranny—the era in which 
every one should be perfectly free to 
think, and perfectly free, also, to put 
his thoughts into print—Milton did 
what he could to help the good time 
along. 

Likening truth untothe eagle, which 
in its royal might scatters the “tim- 
orous birds that love the twilight.” he 
excoriated the unrighteous attempt at 
shackling the press and predicted the 
time when a free and enlightened 
press would be the salvation and glory 
of humanity. 

All.England was forced to listen to 
his glorious plea for free printing, and 
for two and one-half centuries the 
echoes of his noble appeal have sound- 
ed and resounded in British ears and 
in the ears of all men.

In 
the case of these two corporations a 
large part of the stock of segregated 
subsidiaries was sold or given to the 
sharehohkders of the parent corpora- 
tion. In the case of the Reading com- 
pany, the coal and other companies 
which the government wishes orphan- 
ed from the parent company are to be 
separated altogether from the parent, 
if the government has its way, and 
their stock sold to persons not stock- 
holders, agents, cr under the control 
or influence of the parent company. 
Without discussing the ethics of the 
case, such a dissolution would at least 
positively insure the apparent resto- 
ration of competative conditions. It 
is claimed in the papers filed in this 
suit that the Reading company is tne 
backbone of the “anthracite trust.” It 
is claimed that two-thirds cf the an- 
thracite deposits of the country are 
controlled by the company and its sub- 
sidiaries, and that the total supply 
wtll eventually fall under its control 
unless relief is given. 

Dissolution Plan Success. 

As proof of the value of the Stand- 
ard O11 company dissolution to its 
stockholders at least, besides a great 
number of most valuable stock divi- 
dends and rights which have been 
granted to them in the various inde- 
pendent subsidiaries formerly part of 
the “trust,” cash dividends this year 
are nearing the $100,000,000 mark. The 
largest cash dividends ever given by 
the old corporation before dissolution 
in any year was $48,000,000, and there 
were no additional stock dividends or 
rights. Counting in these disburse- 
ments of stock and rights at their 
market value at the time given, plus 
the total distributed in cash, about 
$300,000,000 is represented as the value 
cf the dissolution to stockholders to 
the end of this year. The dissoiution 
went into effect December 1, 1911, 
which means more than 150,000,000 a 
year average has passed to share- 
holders $100,000,000 capitalization of 
the old company. Among the largest 
stock dividends was that of the Stand- 
ard Oil company, of New York, which 
presented $60,000,000 in stock to share- 
holders. This had a market value 
considerably higher On the $29,000,- 
000 Standard Oil of Indiana stock div- 
idend, the market value at the time of 
distribution was in excess of $60,000,- 
000, and in view of the enhancement 
of the new shares, considerably more 
at present levels. 

While wrecks and

The at- 
tack came from Senater Ciarke, of Ar- 
Kansas, in Washington, with his de- 
mand that trading in cotton futures 
be heavily taxed. The great strength 
in cotton resulting in an average gain 
of over 70 points in one day and fur- 
ther strength since, with cotton work- 
ing above 13 cents for the new crop, 
as compared with less than 11 cents 
thirty days ago, resulted from the mis- 
ble showing in the government re- 
port of conditions on August 25. The 
report showed condition of 68.2 on that 
date, or deterioration of 11 per cent 
in a month. means a great re- 
duction in estimates as to the tctal 
crop, with 14,000,000 bales now con- 
sidered the extreme high possible lim- 
it for the new crop, and with a small 
prospect that the total will be under 
bales. A few weeks ago, 
15,000,000 bales had been looked for, 
and it is considered probable that the 
textile industry of the world could 
have used that much from the Amer- 
ican crop, While as it is, there are 
already fears that there will not be 
enough cotton to ~o around for al} 
needs. Cotton goods prices are soar 
ing as a result, with gray :ocds make 
ers putting up their prices within a 
short time after the report of cotton 
conditions was published. The cause 
of deterioration, and there are fears 
that cotton is still going back in those 
sections most affected, was the lack 
of rain and the excessive heat in Texas 
Oklahcma. In the eastern part of 
belt. although some damage has 
heen suffered, the outlook is for near- 
er to a normal or even good yield, 
which will mean prosperity-to growers 
of cotton who have a liberal supply, 
and yet who will be able to market 
it at high prices occasioned by losses 
in other parts. The deterioration in 
the eastern states, while serious, does 
not compare with that of Oklahoma, 
which lost 36 per cent In a month, and 
Texas which lost 17 per cent. 

Corn has entered the limelight again 
after a short period cf quiet, with fur- 
ther strength onthe continued drought, 
heat and damage in the corn states. 
While there have been no further low- 
ering of estimates as to the final yield, 
with around 2,200,000,000 bushels the 
consensus of opinion, the continuation 
of complaints has confirmed the fears 
of those who had been only partly 
convinced that damage had been so 
very heavy. Corn prices are rising 
again, and have about recovered the 
losses of the previous week, Values 
are going close to the highest point 
of the seasc. Wheat and pats have 
been stronger in sympathy with corn, 
although news developments have 
been few in either The tendency of 
all «rain traders, however, is to await 
the next government report of con- 
ditions and probable yield of cereals 
before taking the market heavily on 
either side.

Georgia Senator Says the Re- 
publican Predictions That 
Tariff Revision Will Cause 


Trouble Are Baseless. 


By John Corrizan, Jr. 

Washington, September 6.—(Spectal.) 
A detense of the democratic tariff bill 
from the repeated charge of the repub- 
licans that it would cause business 
disturbance, was today by Sene- 
tor Hoke Smith, of the 
finance committee. 

“Many times during this debate, sen- 
ators upon the republican side of the 
Chamber have made the ciaim that the 
passage of this tariff bill will probably 
bring the country to financial distress,” 
he said. “They have appealed to the 
history of tariff legislation to sustain 
the claim. They have sought to show 
that the reduction of tariff taxes will 
flood this country with foreign prod- 
ucts, and they have cited the panic 
during the last administration of Pres- 
ident Cleveland to support their su¢e- 
gestions of hard times as the result 
of tariff reduction.

Republican Charges Baseless. 

“As this bill is to pass substantially 
in its present shape, it is well for the 
public to understand that the histor- 
ical references made by senators on the 
republican side are inaccurate and 
their fears utterly without foundation. 

“Before dealing with the panic from 
which this country suffered during the 
last administration of President Cleve- 
land, let me call attention to the fact 
that the tariff legislation of 1846 can 
justly be compared to the present bill. 
The reduction of the tariff taxes in 
1846 was followed by unprecedented 
prosperity. So that we have a record 
of substantialtariff tax reduction ac- 
companied with improvements’ and 
progress upon all lines of activities. 

“One of the severest panics from 
which this country ever suffered was 
in 1873. At that time we had a high 
protective tariff, with no suggestion 
of its reduction. So that we have had 
a severe panic under a protective 
tariff. 

“In all the woeful speeches made 
during this debate, especial stress has 
been placed upon the panic during the 
lastadministaration of President Cleve- 
land, and with general terms, but 
without logic or reason, the effort has 
been mede to connect the tariff legts- 
lation passed during his administration 
with the panic and to charge tariff 
tax reduction as the cause the 
panic.” 


1893 Panic Not Due to Tariff. 

He said the panic of 1893 began be- 
fore Mr. Cleveland’s inauguration, 
whereas the Wilson tariff bill was not 
Passed until late in 1894. The panic 
began with the failure of Baring 
Brothers, of London, in 1890. He said 
New York banks issued $15,000,000 in 
clearing house certificates. Interest 
rates rose, and numerous failures en- 
sued which affected business through- 
out the United States,

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“European Turkey is divided into 
eight provinces, governed by a pasha, 
which title and position is similar to 
governor in America. These rulers 
continuously demanded the oiling of 
palms for action. The sultan com- 
manded eight palaces, and in each 
kept one of ‘his selected wives. 

“Many Christian women were lock- 
ed for years in these palaces. unable 
to communicate with the outside 
world. The Sultan frequetly bribed 
foreign ministers to prevent them 
publishing his conduct with wemen. 

“He was confined for day and nicht 
in his palaces like a prisoner, owing 
to his fear of assassination. His 
property was forever guarded by a 
heavy garrisom. More than _ 10,000 
soldiers were required to guard the 
Streets during the occasion on which 
he paid homage to his quosquiet. Many 
suspicious pedestrians in the streets 
of Constantinople, captured by detec- 
tives, were hanged without trial. 

“The detectives, called ‘hafiairs," 
were even more red-handed than the 
police. Persons upon whom _ suspi- 
was directed were hauled 
gallows without opportunity to 
themselves. Thousands were execut- 
ed. 

“These conditions existed because of 
the sultan’s fear that a gigantic con- 
spiracy was on foot to dethrone him. 

“In Constantinople, the majority of 
inhabitants are Greeks. They occu- 
py the heart of the city, and most 
of the business houses are operated 
by Greeks. Constantinople is purely 
a Grecian city. The wealthiest busi- 
ness man of the city is Fugenides, a 
Greek, who often loaned money to the 
Turkish government. 

“The greatest philanthropist 
country is Maurogordatos, a Greek 
who erected Constantinople’s finest 
hospital and then donated it to char- 
tty. 

“The protests of foreign govern- 
ments and the voice of the patriarch 
did not change the attitude of the 
Turkish government. The sultan, 
satisfied with his life of luxury and 
his numerous wives, turned a deaf ear 
to the incessant pleadings. 

“About the year 1909. the young 
Turks rose against the sultan, form- 
ing a conspiracy to dethrone him and 
to form a government of democracy, 
This plan was accomplished, a young- 
er brother of the sultan succeeding 
the luxury-ridden ruler. 

“After a year’s administration the 
young bloods began to augment their 
personal ‘treasuries by robberies, pil-

Their 
first action was to Mohammedanize 
the Christians, violating the treaty 
with the Greek church, which treaty 
had been established with their fore- 
fathers. 

“As a result, Greece made secret al- 
liance with the Serbs and Bulgars as 
certain territorial possessions, and 
forthwith waited for the occasion to 
salute the Turks with the allied army 
arfd navy of the Balkans. 

“Greece agreed that the Bulgarians

‘attack; by so doting, Turkey would be 


compelled to capture some Greek ship 
of trade or war. Which action would 
endow the allies with cause to protest 
against Turkey to the powers. 


The Powers Justify 
Claim of Allies. 


“The powers, upon hearing the pro- 
test, justified the elaims of the allies, 
which justification marked the be- 
ginning of the war. ; 

“Before Greece declared war upon 
Turkey for the seizure of Greek ships, 
been promised that Tur- 
would settle differences friendly, 
and that Turkey would concede the 
(rete Islands and Hyperus, the con- 
tested territory. 

“The promises went unobserved, as 
was the case with most of the prom- 
ises of the Turkish government. The 
allies won a just victory in their 
fight, and Turkey has been rightfully 
humbled. In the future she will re- 
spect the rights of Christians, and it 
will hereafter be her policy to aban- 
don her passion for Mohammedism. 

“And, too, when Turk and Christian 
meet, never again will the Turk greet, 
‘Gahour!’ which means infidel.”

Last summer Judge Godbee met his 
last wife, who was 25 years old, at 
Wrightsville Beach. He was there 
with his married sister, who lives in 
the north. The sister introduced him 
to Miss Florence Boyer, of Williams- 
port, Pa. He made several trips north 
to see her, and the marriage took 
place about five months ago. The 
third wife was a strikingly handsome 
woman. She knew nothing of the 
judge’s matrimonial troubles when 
she married him, but was apprised 
of them after the marriage. She was 


the innocent victim of the tragedy. 

Judge Godbee was 56 years old. He 
was born in Burke county, Near 
Waynesboro. His father was a-distin- 
guished physician in that section of 
the state. Judge Godbee graduated 
from Emory college in 1876, receiving 
the degree of bachelor of arts. His 
first wife was Miss Margaret Spaeth, 
who died in 1881. There was one 
daughter, Margaret, who now lives in 
Augusta. Several years ago Judge 
Godbee made a will in which he deed- 
ed all of his property to this daughter, 
and the discovery of that will a short 
time ago interfered with the plans for 
a bitter legal battle over the Godbee 
estate. It is not thought that the will 
can be broken. 

Judge Godbee located in Millen in 
1896, and conducted a mercantile busi- 
ness there until 1904, when he re- 
tired. He was at one time editor of 
The Millen News; he _ served four 
years as postmaster at Millen: was 
a member of the board of education 
for many years, 
commissioner at the time of his death. 

Mrs. Godbee’s three children, Sarah, 
King and Frank, are taking her part. 
They believe she was justified in com- 
mitting the crime. King and Frank 
are grown young men, living at Mil- 
len. Miss Sarah Godbee, who is one 
of the belles of Millen society, made 
her home with her mother.

In commenting on the amazing ta- 
ble of measurements which demon- 
strate that there is little or no differ- 
ence between “average ’ criminal 
and the “average” university student, 
at least so far as his head dimensions 
are concerned, the English investiga- 
tor concludes: 

“We conclude that the convicted 
felon has the same shape and girth of 
head as Oxford students, but that, in 
their three principal head diameters 
prison inmates fall short of Oxford 
university students by 1 1-2 to 2 mm. 
Before drawing hasty conclusions. 
however, from these small reported 
differences, two facts must be remem- 
bered. The one is that heads of con- 
victs are closely cropped of hair—a 
fact which necessarily leads to a rel- 
ative depreciation of recorded head 
measurements; the other that the 
recorded differences of cephalic meas- 
urements between criminals and Ox 
ford or Cambridge students are not 
greater than similar differences be- 
tween the respective students of these 
two universities. In breadth of head, 
Cambridge exceeds Oxford to about 
the same extent that Oxford men ex- 
ceed criminals, but criminals and Ox- 
ford men are e@qually lonser-headed 
than the Cambridge men-—-index 78 
against 79.6. And if we allot a cast- 
ing vote to a third university by in- 
troducing (4) Aberdeen undergradu- 
ates into this contrast, the verdict 1s 
that prison inmates, as a whole. ap- 
proximate closer in head-measure- 
ments to the universities generally

The mills there 
close for a week in August—it !s this 
period that is known as the “wakes,” 
a phrase made famous by Stanley 
Houghton's much-discussed play—and 
during this time it seems to be the am- 
bition of the workers to spend as 
much of their hardly-earned savings 
as possible in “seeing sights” and en- 
gaging in other amusements. During 
the past year the mills have been 
working overtime, and consequently 
the workers have laid up even more 
money than usual for their annual 
“bust.”

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When Georgia Participated 
In the Coronation of a King 


of ..e bust of the 
great commoner, William Pitt, to 
President Woodrow Wilson by King 
George of England, which will doubt- 
'less take place as soon as the pre- 
'liminaries are concluded, has more 
than a passing interest for Georgia. It 
follows as a logical sequence, in that 
the Georges are associated in a most 
eventful and unusual way with the 
history of the colony named in honor 
of King George II.—Georgia. 
It be remembered 
only within her history that 
Georgia ever has or ever will par- 
ticipate in the coronation obsequies 
when King George III. was pro- 
claimed king. When the news reached 
the colony of the death of George ITLI., 
‘although four months’ had elapsed 
, it occurred, his grandson, George 
proclaimed king with all the 
ceremony the colonists 
Further, the corona- 
his queen, Charlotte, was 
the raw silk raised in 
exported to England. 
Then again when taxation without 
representation became unbearable to 
the American colonies, when the Brit- 
yoke was too oppressive, the 
\liberty bovs of Georgia buried King 
‘George IIl. in effigy, and, with muf- 
fled drums and fife and solemn funeral 
laid him in a rave before 
courthouse in Savannah. These 
never again take place in 
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Expression of Good Will. 

Now, ain expression of good will 
on the part of England for the United 
States, is it merely a coincidence that 
King George will make this presenta- 
tion to Georgia’s most honored gon, 
President Woodrow Wilson? 

In the early dawn of her independ- 
ence Georgia has given evidence of 
her appreciation of William Pitt, Lord 
Chatham, by naming one of her 
} earliest counties for him. Chatham

was created by the state’s constitution 
of 1777 from two of the old colonial 
parishes, Christ church and a part of 
St. Philip's. 

The Earl of Chatham was one of 
the most illustrious of England's 
prime ministers. Both in and out of 
office he was the uncompromising foe 
of oppression. He boldly maintained 
the doctrine that taxation without 
representation was unjust, and his at- 
titude of resistance to the oppressive 
meagures of parliament under Lord 
North greatly endeared him to the 
English colonies in America. Six years 
after resignirge the premiership of 
England he made his last speech in 
the house of lords. At this time he 
opposed with great yehemence a mo- 
tion made by the Duke of Richmond 
to recognize the independence of the 
colonies. His reason was he aid not 
wish to see the emptre dismembered, 
and he hoped by a policy of concilia- 
tion to win them back to the crown. 

A Memorable Scene. 
memorable scene that took 
in parliament was full of dra- 
matic incident. As Pitt entered the 
lords rose, forming an afltsle through 
which he passed, richly dressed, lean- 
ing on the arm of his son, the younger 
Pitt, and hig son-in-law, Lord Mahon, 
despite his feebleness, bowing with 
characteristic grace of deportment as 
he passed.

majority. 

The educatfonal committee of the 
house of representatives recommended 
the same measure a substitute for 
three bills that had .been introduced 
in the house; and it 1s Hkely that 
the senate bill will come up for a 
vote in house next July, and that 
it will be passed by that body. This 
measure much less stringent than 
any of the compulsory school atten4d- 
ance laws of other states, but it is 
adapted to local conditions pecultar to 
the south, which thus far have kept 
Georgia-i.nd some of the other south- 
ern states from adopting a law on 
the subject. In fact, all the states of 
the union except five southern states 
have such laws.

Some of the chapters have engaged 
in civic improvement work, and in 
this way have been of great service 
to the communities to which they be- 
long, and have illustrated the patriot- 
ism that works in a practical form for 
the people who are nearest to us. 

The rapidly growing sentiment for 
more fitting observance of our chief 
national holiday has been due largely, 
and perhaps chiefly, to the organized

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Sanders Memorial Unveiled 
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In Gainesville there has been un- 
veiled on the north lawn of the hand- 
some postoffice the first memorial to 
a confederate soldier ever erected by 
a ohapter of the Children of the Con- 
federacy. The memorial also bears the 
unique distinction of being the only 
confederate monument standing on a 
federal ground. 

The memorial was erected by the C. 
C. Sanders chapter, Children of the 
Confederacy, in memory of the late 
Colonel C. C. Sanders, wh» was one of 
the bravest of confederate soldiers, and 
who for fifty years was one of the 
most prominent bankers and promoters 
in north Georgia, and a well-Known 
citizen of Georgia. 

The life-size statue represents Colo- 


nel Sanders dressed in the confederate 
uniform of a colonel, sitting in a chair 
with the face looking toward the south 
and the hustling, enterprising business 
center of the town, both of which he 
loved and served so faithfully. It 
rests on a pedestal supported by four 
marble columns. Directly beneath the 
statue and in the center of the four 
columns is a drinking fountain. 

On the front of the pedestal !s carved 
“Colonel C. C. Sanders, 1840-1908, gol- 
dier, patriot, colonel Twenty-fourt 
Georgia regiment volunteers infantry, 
first corps, Army of Northern Virginia, 
Cc. S. A.” and at the side facing the 
entrance of the postoffice is the in- 
scription, “Erected by the C. C. Sanders 
chapter, Children of the Confederacy.”

With the announcement yesterday that 
the senate democratic caucus had approved 
the tax of 50c per bale upon hedging oper- 
ations in cotton, quotations went down $2 
per bale on all exchanges.

Jeanne de Valoise (Madame La Motte). It 
is not with the Diamond Necklace affair 
that this article will treat, for that has been 
previously discussed; but as to how Jeanne 
La Motte escaped from prison.

Jeanne's nights. she says, were spent in 
writing statements for the woman, and soon 
after she heard that the King had signed 
Angelica’s pardon and she was released. The 
next move of Jeanne’s was to seek her un- 
known soldier friend outside and get 
through him a complete male costume. The 
soldier presumably pushed this commodity 
through the hole in the wall Then she 
cut off her hair and arranged to escape, 
June 8. This she did by walking through 
the group of nuns and at last joined a group 
of sight-seeing Parisians and left the prison 
in their company. She started next day for 
Ostend and arrived at Dover after a passage 
of forty-eight hours. 

This tale is neither coherent nor credi- 
ble. On the other hand the tradition of an 
English family avers that a Devonshire gen- 
tleman was asked by an important per- 
sonage in France to succor an unnamed lady 
who was being smuggled over in a slave 
boat Another gentleman, yet unknown to 
history, actually entertained this French 
‘angel’ unawares, not even knowing her 
name, and Jeanne when she departed from 
London, left a signature of herself, whick 
is still in the possession of the English tam- 
ily. Which tale is true and who was the 
unknown friend that suborned the versatile 
soldier, and sent in not only gilt-edged pape! 
and a suit of male attire, but money for 
Jeanne’s journey’ Only the liberals of 
France had-any interest in Jeanne’s escape 
She might exude more useful venom against 
the Queen in books or pamphlets, and she’ 
did, still giving the world to understand that 
the Queen had favored her flight.
